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As to Applicant's arguments regarding (1) Broulik does not teach "execute a target 
program located on the server but unsupported by a server apphcation", (2) Neither CGI tasks 
nor the telecom applications are located on the server 30, (3) and Broulik and Tan do not teach 
identifying a directoiy location of the target program in the server based on the ASCII characters. 

Examiner respectfully traverses appUcant's arguments: 

- As to the point (1), examiner cites the "telecom application" is the target application and 
"CGI tasks" are supported application, therefore the arguments are not persuasive. 

- As to the point (2), Applicant is directed at Fig. 3 and col. 4, line 48 - col. 5, line 34, 
Broulik teaches the http server has associated cgi tasks, session manager, and telecom 
applications. Broulik also teach the server selects associated cgi task, which will call the telecom 
application to process the request (without go to different server). It is also well known in the art 
that cgi programs are located on the web server. It would have been obvious the cgi taks (support 
programs) and telecom application (target application) are both located on the server 30. 

- As to the point (3), although Broulik does not explicitly teach identifying a directory 
location of the target program in the server, the cgi taks send and receive request/result data from 
the target application. It would have been obvious the location of the target program is identified 
in order for the cgi task to communicate with the target program based on the request. The 
teaching of Tan is to clearly show the teaching of the limitation.
